Sarly mi X tod agreed to be what ^arrlson called his "Bealey Plaza Expert." It was not 
until the Sunday before then began to empanel the Shaw jury that I learned from two Of the 
assistant DAs what their alleged case was. Shis included Oswald as part of the conspiracy. 
At tto end of that conference I told those two they would love, they deserved to lose, and 
that if they persisted on that line I’d to on the midday plane the coming Thursday.

I do not believe 
fciat tto mafia had any connection with the assassination, never did and see no >»««**» for 
any reasonable xm e fati suspicion of its involvement.
